This the court held 
to be unconstitutional. 
The question is undoubtedly very in­ 
tricate, delicate and troublesome. The 
decision of the court w as only reached 
by one majority. It Is the law of the 
Land and of course Is accepted as such 
and loyally obeyed by all good citizens. 
Nevertheless the hesitation evidently 
felt by the court as a whole iii coming 
to a conclusion, when considered to­ 
gether with previous decisions on the 
subject, may perhaps indicate tin* pos­ 
sibility of devising a constitutional in­ 
come tax law which shall substantially 
accomplish the results aimed at. The 
difficulty of amending the constitution 
is so great that only real necessity can 
Justify a resort thereto. Every effort 
should be made iii dealing with tiffs 
subject, as with the subject of the 
proper control by the national govern­ 
m ent over tile use of corporate w e a lth 
In interstate business, to devise legis­ 
lation which without such action shall 
attain the desired end, but if tiffs fails 
there will ultimately be no alternative 
to a constitutional amendment.

I only advance It to emphasize 
my belief th a t there Ih need for the 
adoption of some system which shall 
be automatic and open to all sound 
banks so as to avoid all possibility of 
discrimination and favoritism.

A RAZOR’S EDGE. 


Ylennlt* T h a t < c i n e F r o m S t r o p p i n g 
an il L o a ic I ut*. 
Very thin Is tho edge of a razor blade. 
Its 
t h i c k n e s s has been estimated at 
about one half millionth of an inch, 
A waiter says of this wonderfully thin 
bit of steel, w hen seen under ti power­ 
ful microscope: “The extreme edge of 
the section is distinctly bent to one 
side. 
'Chis is nearly always seen In 
razor edges. 
The actual bend repre­ 
sents the effort of the last stroke on 
tho strop which this blade bas received. 
Now, this bending of the metal quite 
near the edge, minnie as It is, has - ome 
very Important practical consequences. 
If the razor lie used in such a way 
that the bend is toward the skin there 
will be ti tendency for the edge Itself 
to burrow downward Into the skin. In­ 
stead of sliding easily over the surface 
and merely cutting away the project­ 
ing hairs, 
lf, on the other hand, the 
blade be applied to the face In such a 
way that Hie bend of the edge is away 
from the skin the edge will slide much 
more smoothly, with less tendency to 
cut or scratch tie* skin, while it will
